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THE  NORTIIEXD  FAMILY 


EzEKiEL  Xor.THEND,  the  first  of  the  name  and  rair.ily  in  this  country, 
settled  in  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  a  few  years  after  its  lirst  settlen)ent 
by  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers  and  his  associates  in  1(J30.  Mr.  Roscrs,  with 
about  twenty  of  the  families  of  his  company,  came  from  Rowley,  in 
the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  England,  and  the  place  was^amed  after 
their  old  home. 

Rowley  in  England  is  a  parish  comprii^ing  C,450  acres  of  land,  sub- 
divided into  tlie  so-called  townships  of  Rowley,  Bentley,  Hunsley, 
Weetou  Farva,  Riplingham  and  Risby.  and  extending  from  the  Bor- 
ough of  Beverley  southwesterly  abont  seven  miles  toward  the  river 
Hnmber.  Its  population  in  1840  was  451.  Beverley  Borough  is  sob- 
divided  into  St.  Martin,  St.  Mary,  and  St.  Nicholas  parishes,  and  had 
a  population  in  1840  of  7,432. 

It  appears  from  a  letter  of  Anthony  Xorthend,  a  brother  of  Ezekiel, 
in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Edward  R.  Cogswell  of  Cambridge,  a  lineal 
descendant  of  the  first  Ezekiel  Xorthend,  a  copy  of  wliicli  is  hereafter 
given,  and  from  other  evidence  furnished  by  Mr.  Samut-i  T.  Lythe  of 
Walkington,  Yorkshire,  and  by  Mr.  Joseph  Xorthend  now  of  Meadville, 
Pa.,  formerly  of  Bradford  in  Yorkshire,  to  both  of  whom  I  am  under 
great  obligations  for  information,  that  some  of  the  near  relative-,  of 
Ezekiel  Xorthend  lived  in  Rowley  and  Beverley  in  England. 

lu  the  letter  referred  to,  Jeremiah  Xorthend  is  mentioned  as  a  cousin 
and  an  heir  to  property,  and  Christopher  Xorthend  is  referred  to  as  a 
grandchild  of  the  brother  of  Ezekiel.  Mr.  Lythe  forwarded  me  a  certiii- 
cate  of  Rev.  Henry  C.  Hildyard,  Rector  of  Rowley,  that,  "Mr.  Jeremiah 
Xorthend  went  out  with  the  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers  to  Xew  England  in 
the  year  1G3S,  he  being  twelve  years  of  age,  he  remained  nine  years 
and  returned  and  was  buried  at  Rowley,  April  14,  1702;"'  also  that 
"Anthony  Xorthend  of  Little  Weeton  was  buried  at  Rowley  on  the 
12th  day  of  April,  1C98." 

Mr.  Lythe  also  copied  the  following  inscription  from  a  maride  tabh.'t 
In  St.  Mary's  Church,  Beverley,  "Here  Iveth  the  body  of  Christopher 
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Northciul,  Gentleman  and  Alderman  of  this  Town.  He  departed  this 
life  Jany.  10th,  A  D.  1730,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  ye 
only  sou  of  John  Xorlhend  of  Hundley  in  the  County  of  York,  Geutk-- 
nian." 

In  the  early  records  relating  to  Uowlcy  I'efereuce  is  made  to  Jeremiah 
Northend,  who  came  over  as  a  servant  to  William  Bellingham,  and 
Ezfkiel  Northeud  makes  mention  of  him  as  his  cousin.  Pie  was  the 
person  mentioned  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hildyard's  certiticate.  Aiithonj- 
>s'orthcnd.  whose  death  is  also  certitied  to,  was  undoubtedly  the  writer 
of  the  letter,  and  Christopher  Xorthend  buried  at  St.  Clary's  Church  is 
the  grandson  referred  to  in  .Anthony's  letter.  In  the  history  of  Eev- 
erley  it  appears  thac  Christopher  Xorthend,  Attorney,  was  Mayor  of 
lieverley  in  1714  and  171K. 

Mr.  Lythe  further  states  that  the  family  in  the  past  were  large  land 
owners,  that  they  possessed  all  Wectou  Parva  and  Hunsley.  and 
owned  land  in  Kipiingham,  Kowley  and  Cottinghain.  and  that  they 
were  lords  of  the  M;iuor  of  Weeton  Parva  and  Hunsley. 

Mr.  John  ^I.  Bradbury,  in  the  October  number,  1870.  of  the  "  Xew 
England  Historical  and  Genealogical  llegister,"  page  16U,  states  that 
John  Xorthend  and  Edward  X'orthcud  were  witnesses  to  the  will  of 
"William  Wiglesworth  of  Shipden,  parish  of  Halifax,  Yorkshire,  which 
will  is  dated  October  IG,  1590.  These  are  the  only  references  I  have 
to  the  family  name  in  England,  and  I  give  them  in  the  hope  that  they 
may  be  of  use  to  any  person  who  may  wi^h  hereafter  to  ascertain  more 
of  the  family  history  there.  The  letter  of  Anthony  X'orthend  before 
referred  to  is  directed, 

"ffor  his  louinge  kind  Brother  Ezekiell  X'orthend  att  Rowley  in  X*ew 
England,"  and  is  as  follows  : 

Louinge  Brother: — After  my  loue  remembed  vntoyou;  I  was  at 
Bentley  that  day  yoe  letter  came  to  my  sister  Stoute  hande  which  was 
very  welcome  news  to  us  both  to  hear  that  youiyour  wife  my  Sisters 
&  their  husbands  were  alive  with  all  your  Children,  which  are  a  great 
family  (Blessed  be  God  for  it).  It  is  onr  happiness  that  we  cannot  Ije 
severed  from  the  Lorde  wherever  we  be.  if  our  sinnes  make  not  a  sep- 
aration. God  is  the  God  of  one  land  and  of  another,  &  can  be  an  all- 
sufRcient  portion  to  his  people  in  all  places.  Good  Brother  let  us 
laljour  to  be  found  in  Christ  &  to  be  clothed  with  his  riirhteousncsse 
that  soe  we  may  appear  before  him  in  glory  (that  if  God's  providei'ce 
soe  order  it)  that  we  neuer  meet  in  this  world  we  may  meet  before 
him  when  we  shall  neuer  be  seperated  more:  my  Brother  John  i  his 
eldest  Sonne  John  are  dead  about  thirteene  years  agoe,  my  sifter  Jane 
X'orthend  with  her  two  sonues  X'athaniel  &  Ricliard  &  her  danu^hter 
ffrances  with  her  gran'child  Christopher  Xorthend  my  nephew  John's 


sonue  desire  to  be  remembered  to  you  these  *  are  my  Brother 

Johns  whole  family  aiul  are  all  unmarried,  my  brothe  William  Stoute

corporal.  He  was  a  prominent  man  in  the  town,  on  many  cora- 
niittees,  and  was  Selectman  in  1GG2,  IGGO,  and  IC'Jl,  and  probably 
other  years,  of  whicli  the  record  is  lost.  He  gave  to  each  of  liis 
daughters  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  tifty  acres  of  Innd 
upon  their  marriage.  His  will  is  dated  February  Sth,  IG'JS,  in  which 
he  appoints  his  wife  Edna  executrix,  and  disposes  of  his  property  as 
follows  : — 

"Item  :  To  my  Well  Beloved  Wife  I  ffreely  Bestow  vpon  her  for  her 
Comfort  During  her  uaturall  Life  the  Improvment  of  ray  whole  estate 
both  Keall  and  PL-r<oiiall  onciy  what  I  betore  promised  to  my  son 
EzekicI  upon  his  marriage. 

Item  to  my  oncly  son  Ezekiell  I  ffreely  Conrirrae  to  him  one  halfo  of 
my  hou'«ing  i  Lands  and  nieddows  which  I  promised  to  him  vpon  his 
marriage,  also  a  parcell  of  Land  liing  i  being  Situate  within  the 
Bounds  of  Kovvley  Towne  near  Duukin  Stewards  house,  that  whole 
parcell  of  Land  bee  it  more  or  Less  (on  both  sides  the  live  way  to 
Bradford)  the  sd  Land  will  more  fully  appeare  by  the  Towne  Reconis  : 
the  above  sd  Lands  to  my  son  Ezekiell  to  bee  in  his  actuall  possesion 
at  the  present.  The  Remainder  of  my  Housing  i  Lands  i  priveledges
